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OUR DAIRYING OUTLOOK. 


QUESTIONS OF PRICE, 


HE dairying season in the Irish Free 
- State opened with two promising in- 
cidents: weather which promises the 
conditions necessary for a good milk flow and 
an address from the Minister for Agriculture. 
emphasising his recognition of the importance 
of the industry and his Government's deter- 
mination to back it up. It is not, however, 
necessary to distrust either promise in order 
to make the dairy farmer of to-day’ less 
hopeful of the future than he would have 
been in the same conditions a few years age. 
Because weather plays a somewhat less im- 
portant part and Governments a _ vastly 
greater part than was the case when he was 
a younger man, the average farmer is even 
more sceptical of the prosperity which con- 
tinues to elude him than ever he was. He 
refuses to believe that success awaits him at 
the next turn of the road. Since, however. 
he must buy and sell, since his cattle have 
to be milked and the milk to be disposed of, 
he does not allow deferred hope to prevent 
him from considering the facts without bias. 
And the first fact to consider is the prob- 
abilities in regard to price. At first it may 
seem that there is a greater degree of stability 
in respect of his probable takings’ than 
usual. The Government aim through the 


price of about 1s. 4d. per lb. for his butter, 
retail. Against this, however, must be set 
three deductions: the levy on milk, the cost 
of manufacture at the creamery, and his own 
costings on the farm. If we deduct 3d. and 
24d. respectively to cover the first two charges 
we arrive at a price of 103d. at the creamery, 
a probable maximum. Calculating that 2.3 
gallons of milk will make a pound of butter 
this is the equivalent of about 44d. per gallon 
on average. 


Milk at the Creamery. 

Some uncertain elements on both sides of 
the farmer's account have to be considered 
‘béfore a net price for milk is arrived at. He 
will receive the separated milk back. Just 
what that is worth to him will turn‘en some 
very complex elements in his farming: the 
price for pigs, if he feeds them; the money 
value of the calves he has to sell—in fact, 
the costings and income from his farm as. a 
whole. e has no very sure data on these 
things, but may, not unreasonably, put “the 
value of the skim” against his major out- 
of-pocket expenses—that is, if we assume 
that he has little or no labour to pay and 
that his “overhead’’ charges are such 
minimal sums as relate to very small farming. 
We see, then, that he may realise 4id. a 
má net for his milk, and we think he will 

justified in «concluding both that he is 
very lucky if he does so and that under current 
conditions there is no branch of small farm- 
ing likely to pay him better. And, so far 
as it goes, that seems, and, rhaps, 
is, the most satisfactory result w | 
expect from to-day’s farming. But that 
is not the whole story... Dr: Ryan is fully 
justified in deciding that consumers should 
not have to pay more than Is. 4d. a Ib. 
Increased butter prices result in increased 
sales—of margarine. Moreover, whilst Irish 
butter has been selling at 1s. ód. for rolls 
and around 132s. to 136s. in bulk in Ireland, 
the. same butter. sells at, say,.,74s.-80s. in 
England, whilst Scandinavian butters (at 
the top of the market) fetch 96s. to 98s., 
occasionally over 100s., and New Zealand 
and Australian—butters seldom quite as 
good as lrish—fetch one or two shillings a

“AN AGRICULTURAL 
MARKETING BILL. 


has been presented to the Northern 

Ireland Parliament by the Minister of

Governments of Norway and Sweden 
were published last night. To a large extent 
the two agreements are similar, both in -re- 
gard to the concessions obtained and the con- 
cessions made by the British Government. 
The chief concessions obtained from Nor- 
way and Sweden concern British imports info 
these countries of coal, textiles, motor cars, 
cycles, footwear and commercial travellers’

Concessions made from the British side 
affect imports into Great Britain from Norway 


and Sweden of high-priced special steels, 


wrapping paper, writing paper, certain classes 


of semi-manufactured woodwork, and a wide 
range of raw materials. 


The agreements are for a period of three 


years, 


In the Norwegian agreement the British 


Government undertakes that in the event of 
quantitative regulation being applied. to the 
imports of fish into the United Kingdom, the 
imports of fish from Norway shall not be re- 
stricted so as to be in any one year less than 
240,000 cwts. in respect of white fish and 
500,000 cwts. in respect of fresh herrings. 


The British Government. will endeavour to 


arrange that in the event of any quantitative 
regulation, imports of bacon and ham, butter, 
cheese, eggs and poultry produced in Norway 
shall remain unregulated, as imports of these 


products from Norway have been in recent 


years: insignificant in quantity. 


The British Government has the right to 
ferminate the agreement on three months 
notice, if in any period of twelve months tre 
amount of coal of United Kingdom origin 
imported into Norway is less than 70 per cent.

The Voice of. Germany. 


Herr Hitler's widely-advertised speech 
in the German Reichstag yesterday will 
be welcomed by everybody except the 
scaremongers. During the last few weeks 


been led to expect a frenzied oration from 
the Nazi leader; but the speech was harm- 
less. It was delivered, indeed, in an 
atmosphere of the greatest tension. The 
room was draped with Swastika flags ; 
Brown Shirts were everywhere, and there 
was an imposing display of Nazi strength, 
as exemplified by the Parade-marsch, or 
goose-step, and the singing of patriotic 
hymns, The stage was set for a sabre- 
rattling outburst; but Herr Hitler did 
not succumb to his environment. His 
speech contained no heroics; it threw 
down no gauntlets, and, on the whole, it 
was worthy of the leader of a great people. 
which has passed through the fires of much 
tribulation and stands 
threshold of a new era in its history. The 
burden of Herr. Hitler’s speech was the 
fact that Germany does not want to go to 
‘war again. “Her people wish to live in 
peace, with a fair chance to repair the 
damage of the last eighteen years. They 
bear no malice towards their neighbours. 


human beings to live on a basis of equality 
with the other free nations. 

In regard to disarmament Herr Hitler 
spoke moderately. The Nazi storm troops 
had been formed solely as a means to get 
rid of the Communists; the Steel Helmets 
also had nc military significance, and the 
auxiliary police, which had been enlisted 
during the recent revolution, all would be 
démobilised before the end of the year. 
The Chancellor insisted that Germany had 
fulfilled. the disarmament clausea of the 
Peace Treaties, just as she had paid re- 
parations to the limit of her capacity ; and 
she was quite ready to go farther. She 
would disarm herself completely if the 
other nations would do the same thing. 
She was prepared to consent to a five 
years’ period of transition, if at the end 
of that time she, could be certain of 
equality. In no -circumstances, how- 
ever, would any German sign a pact 
which would ‘perpetuate his country’s 
degradation. Since the Armistice no 
fewer. than. 224,900 - Germans had com- 
mitted suicide as a result of the 
injustice of the Peace Treaties; and, 
although the German Government had no 
desire to break those treaties. until it had 
their place, it 
urged the need for a general revision. 
Herr Hitler welcomed President Roose- 
velt’s proposals; he accepted the Mac-

Can we believe that this example of 
Government interference will encourage 
faith in Free State industry? Who would 
invest money im new concerns when the 
stockholders of an established concern can 
be ‘deprived of their money in this high- 
handed fashion? By means of the Rail- 
ways Bill President de Valera and his 
companions have done harm to Irish in- 
dustry which they will not be able to 
expiate for many years. It is a bad” 
thing that the Government has denied 
to the railways the help which they need 
so grievously—their reasonable demands 
are set out by the directors of the Great 
Southern Company in a pamphlet which 
we re-print to-day—but it is still worse 
that spoliation has been added to neglect.

 Eyes of Science. 

Just a year ago the. infra-red process 
revealed new possibilities to the photo- 
grapher, and since that time its develop- 
ment has been steady and assured. This 
process sharpens the camera’s eye to such 
an extent that a whole countryside, un- 
folded in minutest detail, can be embraced 
in a single picture. Moreover, the infra- 
red plate is not baffled by fog or cloud ; in 
penetrability, as in length of vision, our 
human eyesight toils after it in vain. 
The Times had the distinction to intro- 
duce this infra-red photography to the 
general public. Its first picture, pub- 


lished twelve months ago, was taken from | 


Dover, and showed a long stretch of the 
| French coast: The advance of the process 
is illustrated by the latest picture, which 
The Times. printed on Monday. Taken 
from an aeroplane, at a height of 17,000. 
feet over London, its range of vision ex- 
tends from Clacton-on-Sea (sixty-five miles 


away) to Dover (seventy-five miles). Every. 


great landmark of London is visible, and 
the winding course of the Thames may be 
traced clearly from London to the sea. 
To-day we can but guess at the uses to 
‘which science will enlarge this fascinating 
discovery, with its contempt alike for 
distance and for atmosphere. Certainly it 
will play a formidable part in future wars ; 


for, as the eye of. the artillery, the aero- 


plane, armed with the infra-red camera, 
will be a truly terrific weapon. In the 
meanwhile, however, a new triumph of the 
process is announced which bodes ill to no 


man; indeed, it may bear rich fruits in. 
the field of learning. The British Museum 


is applying it to the decipherment of 
illegible texts. First attempts were made 
upon papyrus, and a number of much 
discoloured Greek texts was photographed . 
with encouraging results. Now a success . 
beyond any cavil has been achieved with 
early Egyptian texts on leather—hitherto 
completely undecipherable. Under the 
infra-red plate the writing (done in the 
second Millennium, B.C.) became per- 
fectly clear, a feast for students. The. 
scholar, like the strategist, will. expect 
much from a process which thus defeats 
a oga wat the.

THE PEACE TREATY. 


The problems, as you know, are of such 
great significance that upon their success- 
ful solution depend not only political 
pacification, but alse the economic. sabva- 
tion of all. 

The crisis of the presené time has its 
origin in those passions which at the end 
of the War blunted the cleverness, insight 
and sense of justice of the nations; for 
all the present troublous problems are due 
to omissions in the Peace Treaty, which 
did not settle fairly and sensibly for the 
future the most important and decisive 
questions of that time. 

It is, therefore, understandable that the 
idea of revision has constantly. recurred, 
was even foreseen as necessary by the 
authors of the Treaty themselves, and was 
legally provided for ia the Treaty pro- 
visions. | 

If I dwell briefly upon the problems 
which this Treaty was supposed to solve, 
it is due to the fact that it was from its 
shortcomings in these problems that the 
latest situation has arisen. . 

The idea of rendering service to other 
peoples by destroying economically a people 
of sixty-five millions is so absurd that no- 
body can dare openly to champion it to- 
day. Even more. absurd is it to try to 
destroy it by methods which, according to 
the law of cause and effect, must, sooner 
or later, lead the victors to catastrophe. ' 


REAL PEACE, 


After the conclusion of the Great War 
it ought not to have been a hard task for 
a real peacé conference to reorganise 
European States on the principles of 


national ideas and nationality. The clearer | 


the nations’ frontiers had been defined by. 
such a settlement, the more remote would 
have been the possibilities of future cen-" 
flict. If this new territorial organisation 
cf Europe hdd been carried out on the basin 
of national frontiers, then, perhaps, the 
sacrifice in ‘blood of the Great War would 
not have been quite in vain.

ROOSEVELT’S EMPLOYMENT

A LARGELY attended meeting of De- 

benture Stockholders of the Great 
Southern Railways was held in the Shel- 
bourne Hotel, Dublin, yesterday afternoon 
to consider their position under the Rail- 
ways Bill now passing through the 
Oireachtas. ee 

Mr. J. M. Maxwell, who presided, said 
that the debentures: issued, including those 
of the City of Dublin Junction Railway, 
amounted to £9,308,838. The interest on 
these debentures was payable half-yearly, 
on the 15th January and 15th July every 
year; and the interest due in. January, 
1933, had been paid. 

A bill was at present going through the 

Oireachtas which proposed to reduce the 
capital of the debentures by fifteen per 
cent., or, in other words, that the holder 
of £100 debentures would in future receive 
only. a dividend at 4 per cent. om £85 
stock, and, in the unlikely’ event “of” the 
company being wound up, he would at 
most receive £85 of his capital, instead of 
£100. This would inflict serious hardship 
on many people and institutions which 
could ill afford to suffer it. A large pro- 
portion of the debenture holdeis were 
charitable institutions. The debenture 
holders were creditors of the company, 
having a prior claim on the property of 
the company, and there was no reason why 
that claim should be interfered with. 
(Hear, hear.) The stocks of some of the 
railways in America and other countries 
were quoted even lower than the stocks of 
the Great Southern Railways, and there 
had not been dny suggestion of their capi- 
tal being written down, or any attempt 
made to interfere with the rights of their 
debenture holders. 
This is the first time, he said, that a 
proposal has been made to reduce compul- 
sorily a debt owing by a great*company, 
and such a reduction would seriously 
damage the credit of the country. (Hear, 
hear.) Over 35 million of hard-earned 
money has been sunk in this railway, and 
no one can look complacently on all that 
capital being lost. (Applause.) 

He was glad, he added, to see such a 
large number of debenture holders present, 
and he had received numbers of letters of 
regret for inability to attend. He ventured 
to suggest that the debenture holders were 
unanimous in wishing that their capital 
should not be ‘ellnaale (Hear, hear.)
